NE of the best investments made by far- 
mers last year was the money they 
spent on dressing grassland in. Feb- 

ruary and March. Many thousands of acres 
uj and down the country were treated and 
manured systematically in 1930. The returns 
were so satisfactory and so impressive that 
many more farmers now want to know how to 
set about increasing the output from their 
grassland. 


Stock Carrying Capacity Increased. 


One experience in County Cork is typical. 
Mr, P. Crowley, Derrygowna, Banteer, sup- 
phes the milk of 21 cows to the local 
creamery. These previously grazed 42 acres 
oi moory land rising to hills sheltering it from 
the east. Following expert advice, he dressed 
24 acres ‘in January with phosphates and 
potash.

In 1929 it took 42 
acres to maintain the 21 cows. In 1930 they 
were maintained on 24 acres and improved 42 
per cent. in milk yield.

FOWL FOR LAYING. -. 


SOME USEFUL BREEDS, 


a good supply of eggs is to be ob- 
tained next autumn, now is the time to 
prepare for it. Among useful breeds of 
poultry - the White Wyandotte may 
classed as one of the best. There are out- 
standing birds of that breed in this -country, 
but all Wyandottes are not record: breakers. 
There are good, moderate and poor strains 
ot Wyandottes, as of other breeds. 

The point td rethember is—it is not a 
matter of breed, but of strain, and that it is 
useless to expect to breed good layers from 
poor stock no matter which breed of fowls 
is’ kept. 

The White Leghorn is also a very popular 
breed, and there are many excellent strams 
in this country. The White Leghorn is par- | 
ticularly suitable for those whose chief aun 
is egg production. 

Other breeds that have proved their worth | 
are—Rhode Island Red, Plymouth Rock and 
Light Sussex. Given a good laying strain 
of any of thesé breeds there is not much to 
choose between them. 

The Rhode Island Red and the Barred 
and Buff varieties of Plymouth Rock are 
deservedly popular, particularly in cold, 
bleak districts; they lay, good numbers of. 
good sized brown shelled eggs, and are good 
winter layers, also make quite good table 
birds. 

Of all the breeds mentioned the Light 
Sussex comes first ror table qualities. There 
are, however, some strains of Light Sussex 
that are equally good as layers, particularly 
during the winter months. 

Periodically we hear of the 
good qualities of other breeds 
Few, if any, have shown better results than 
the breeds already mentioned. Poultry- 
keepers would be well.advised to keep. the 
breeds that..do well in. their districts, When 
new breeds have passed the experimental 
stage and have proved equal to, or better 
than, the present stock, then and not until 
then is it advisable to get such birds.

A New Start and the Alternative. 
For that situation there is only this to be 
said, that it gives the industry time to cont 
sider the seriousness of the outlook. But 
any long delay may bring chaos to dairying 
and, therefore, disaster to farming. It is 
generally believed by importers in Great 
Britain that if Ireland does not consolidate 
her position by continuing the effort she had 
begun in respect of central marketing, Irish 
butter will cease to count. ‘lie butter in- 
dustry is like a motor race, and the Irish ear 
has paused doubtful whether to turn richt 
or left. It can return to the former chaotic 
conditions and get out of the race, but it 
cannot continue to pause for long with any 
prospect of keeping even the place it has. 
Denmark is ahead of us, and sometimes 
New Zealand or Australia, or one of our 
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The endsof February finds Irish Free State 
dairy farmers; rot only without any settled 
plan for the future of their industry, but ob- 
viously perplexed as to what way they should 
turn next. A few years ago this would not 
have seemed a matter of serious concern, for 
nations had not begun to think in terms of 
agricultural policies; but, with Italy, Canada, 
Russia and the United States all set upon 
influencing agricultural values, the situation 
has changed, and Irish, and even British, 
farmers are changing with it. |

INSURANCE. OF 
MILCH COWS. 


CO-OPERATIVE SCHEME

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A scheme for the co-operative insurance of 
milch cows is. proposed by Mr. John

In the absence of 
reliable statistics, it is estimated that about 
two per cent. of those cows are lost every year 
through accident and disease.

Points of Importance. 
When selecting stock the important points 
are (1) stamina, (2) size of egg and body 
size, (3) high fecundity, (4) type, by which 
is understood all external characteristics 
such as shape, etc.; (5) colour: The fact that 
colour is mentioned last does not mean it 
is unimportant: but the other qualities must 
come first, which does not mean colour 
reed not get a great deal of attention. 

In selecting male birds for stock purposes, 
stamina must come first. The bird must 
have good body size, without tending to 
coarseness. External qualities are influenced 
by the male bird, and if he has a defective 
crooked toes, feathers on legs or is 
coloured, he should not be used. 
Then, again, you cannot expect to breed 
pure, white feathered birds from a White 
Wyandotte cock that has a brassy back and 
saddle. Neither is a badly-marked Rhode 
Island Red cock with light or smutty 
under-colour likely to give good coloured 
progeny, 

In short, the male bird must be well 
grown, and a typical specimen of his breed. 
Choose a bird with a bright, prominent bold 
eye, good width between the shoulders. The 
width should be carried on towards the tail, 
thus giving a good span to the pelvic arch. 
i Good depth of body is essential, and the legs 
should be set well apart. Texture must also 
be considered. Select birds with fine velvet- 
likes wattles and comb free from coarseness. 

A still more important characteristic is his 
power to transmit. the egg-laying qualities 
of the hen from which. he was bred. . Briefly, 
the parent birds must possess in a. high 
degree the qualities that are desired im the 
ehickens, whether it is egg production

Stalemate. 

But it is just here that confusion is evident. 
An anaivsis of the voting at the conference

HERE is a balance between the various 
branches of production in agriculture 
which must be maintained if real 

economy is to be achieved. That this state- 
ment is true is emphasised in the case of 
roots. It has been said that roots cost more 
to grow than they are worth. This may be 
so in years when pastures afford early spring 
grazing, but it is certainly not the case when 
harsh climatic conditions retard the growth 
of green fodder. It is for this reason that 
it is always well to include roots in the 
rotation. 

Apart from sugar beet, roots chiefly grown 
are mangels (another of the beet family), 
turnips, swedes and rape, of the turnip 
family, and kales and kohl-rabi, of the cab- 
bage family. To a somewhat lesser extent, 
field carrots and parsnips are also grown. 


Hard and Soft Roots. 


These different varieties 
being “hard “"or “ soft” roots, 
former category, we have crops such as 
swedes and mangels, which give bulbous 

wths in er on the ground, and in the 

tter category we have cabbage crops whose 
value lies in their herbaceous growth above 
ground. The kohl-rabi is an exception, being 
a “ hard,” and not as may be expected a 
‘* soft,’’ root, 

Roots as main crops are usually sown in 
the spring or early summer, 86 as to. provide 
feeding for cattle during the autumn and 
winter months. Carrots are sown sometimes 
as early as February, but generally at the 
end of April or the’ hegidining of May, as is 
also the case with sugar beet and mangels. 
The best time for sowing swedes is the be- 
ginning of June, early-sown swedes. being of 

r keeping value. Sowing of turnips, on 
the other hand, can be begun in April and 
carried on until late in August. 


What to Grow. 

In considering which of these roots to 
grow, the most important factors to take into 
account are the nature of the soil and the 
climate. Sugar beet and mangels demand a 
deep, well-cu tivated soil in excellent state of 
fertilit , ‘There are, however, varieties of 
einesls adapted to shallow and less well- 
cultivated soils. In the case of sugar beet, 
the thing to be feared most is @ wet-end-of- 
season, for this condition arrests the 
ve oor and causes the sugar content to be 
re@uced. | 
Turnips and swedes prefer light or medium 
soils well provided with moisture. ' Prolonged 
drought is fatal to these two roots. Swedes |

There are far too many casualties among 
chickens every year as the result of amateurs 
not seeking expert advice, which can be had 
for the asking from the local poultry instruc- 
tor, who is only too anxious to assist in every 
way. If she were consulted when any trouble 
or difficulty in management arose there would 
he a much smaller death rate among growing 
flocks and a more prosperous outlook in the ! 
industry gererally, 


Various Methods of Rearing. 


Chickens can be successfully reared in a 
variety of ways—artificially, naturally, inten- 
sively, semi-intensively, on all dry mash, on 
ali ** soft food.” and so on—but it remains for 
the individual to find out which method best 
suits his or her particular circumstances; and 
having decided, after careful consideration, on 
a certain routine, then, if that method is | 
wholly satisfactory, they should continue it, 
and not make the mistake of trying ‘““some 
other plan.” . 

Whatever method is eventually adopted 
should, however, be regulated by certain 
rules to success, which apply equally to all 
chickens in their early days. 


Don't Feed Too Soon. 


First, and most important (this cannot he 
said too often): never feed the baby chicks 
until they have been hatched for at least 48 
hours. Better still, if they are 60 hours old, 
up to which time they may be allowed to lie 
sr.ugly in the drying box of the incubator or 
under the hover, or with mother hen in the 
nest.

plants are studies within the sphere of the 
otanist. The distribution of seeds is the 
work of the seedsman; and finally, through 
the work of the farmer, the seeds of plants 
vital to our existence produce food for the 
human race. 

In between the seedsman and the farmer, 
we have the seed analyst or tester, who 
understakes to enlighten us as to the purity 
and germinating capacity of any particular 
seed or lot of seed. What a res a róle the 
tester plays becomes clearer when we realise! 
that weeks and months of cultivation: would 
be wasted if the seed to be. sown was 
“dead.” Modern seed testers do more than 
assure us that the seed has “‘life.”” They 
can give us an idea of its vigour—and strong, 
vigorous seed produces healthy plants. Delli- 
cate seed inay raise up weaklings-only which 
may pine away and die before reaching 
maturity, This is a peculiarity of seeds kept 
for more than a year, an odd few of which 
may find their way to the farmer during the 
next month or more. 

The seed tester is also an analyst, because 
he discovers for all concerned whether the 
seed is pure, and, if not, the nature of im- 
purities, as well as its germinating power. 
His methods are every day attended by a 
greater degree of exactitude, and his value to 
the farmer is yearly becoming more highly 
appreciated, '

any persons who undoubtedly are fond 
of music one still frequently finds a sort of 
glarm at the word ““ fugue, ’ while the term 
" also is imperfectly under- 
_ Certeinly some very dull compositions 
have been written under the name of fugue, 
and the lation of counter-point and 
fugal writing has been made difficult for 
many students of music simply because these 
subjects are r as emic, pro- 
ficiency in them being made a test of formal 
progress in the art of music. Many readers 
think that they never can enjoy the reading 
of a Shakespeare play or poem because they 
have had one of the plays as a school subject. 
Similarly, if you know that fugue as an 
academic subject for the music student, you 
may be prone to deem all fugal music dry. 
Knowing Bach as the great master of fugue, 
you may feel yourself repelled by his name 
on a programme. 
TECHNICAL ADVANCES. 

Fugue is a manner of composition, which 
lost much of its usefulness to composers 
when other means of treating a musica] sub- 
ject became available. Composers after Bach 
gave more attention to expression by means 
of the devices which we include under the 
name of harmony, a the technical 
advances in the construction of instruments 
and in the use of their special timbres opened 
new resources, In the eighteenth century 
composers had at their di hardly any 
of the resources out of which, for example, 
Debussy made that very beautiful and attrac- 
tive piece entitled “ L’apres-midi d'un Faun.” 
To create his musical picture of a drowsy 
glade on a hot Mediterranean afternoon, and 
the Faun’s dreams of amorous chase, Debussy 
depended on the effects of certain harmonies, 
but more still on the subtle employment of 
what we call the tone-colours of orchestral 
instruments. Bach was not ignorant of tone 
colour, but in the circumstances of perform- 
ance in his day he would place only a limited 
dependence on it. He had to make his music 
alive within a definite shape, and very often 
he chose the shape of the fugue. 

‘ FORM AND COLOUR. 

When a piece of music is important for 
its form rather than for its colour its interest 
lies in the treatment of a musica! subject or 
theme, or, rhaps, more than one subject 
or theme. One method of treatment is the 
fugal method. Fugue is a recognised proce- 
dure of treatment, which, nevertheless, allows 
a good deal of variety. Here, briefly, is the 
procedure. The subject, which should be a 
brief, distinctive melody, is announced by one 
'“woice,” and answered—not, as a rule, 
echoed exactly, but in similar accents—by 
another ''voice.” Other voices take it up 
in order, and the interplay of these “ voices ” 
as they take up the subject and deal with 
it in various ways may result, in the hands 
of a composer who becomes as free and 
dexterous in the procedure as Bach was, in 
music full of life, beauty and interesting move. 
ment. The “ voices’? may be human voices, 
a number of separate instruments or different 
parts on an instrument such as the organ 
or pianoforte, capable of playing several 
parts together. Listening to fugues becomes 
moré interesting, of course, alter one has 
learned to notice exactly how the treatment 
of the subject is conducted. There are 
standard tricks of the trade, so to speak— 
such devices as are called diminution, 
augmentation. and so on. It was a habit 
of Bach to place before his fugal pieces an 
introductory piece in freer form, calling 
these prefaces preludes, fantasias, or 
toccatas. : 

The G Minor Fastasia and Fugue hardly 
needs even that amount of preparation for 
enjoyment. It bears the impress of great 
music plainly on its surface. 

CHORAL PRELUDES. 

The choral preludes, strange to say, are 
not choral music in the sense of music to 
he sung by choirs. They are compositions 
for the organ in the form of musings on the 
melody of a chosen choral’ or hymn tune. 
In the churches with which Bach was asso- 
ciated particular chorales were regularly 
associated with the several Sundays and 
festivals of the year. The choral prelude 
introduced the tune for the dav at the ap- 
propriate stage in the Service. Manv organ- 
ists would extemporise something more or 
less fteble at that stage. Bach preferred 
to write a well-prepared prelude, and the 
spirit of the mnsic was designed in a mood 
appropriate to the day. In the course of 
that work Bach had some of his most 
beautiful and ingenious thoughts. The choral 
preludes are becoming better known, and, 
because of their qualities, more loved.

The object of the conference was to see 
how best Central and Eastern European 
}countries could' find a market for their 
surplus stocks of cereals. The conference 
has failed to produce any tangible results. 

A resolution was adopted and signed by 
all of the twenty-four countries which 
were represented, excepting Great Britain, 
the Irish Free State, Denmark, Holland 
and Sweden, whose representatives an- 
nounced that they reserved signature pend- 
ing consultation with their Governments. 

The resolution observes that the wheat 
surpluses in question form only a fraction 
of the requirements of European import- 
ing countries, and there exists an aill- 
round good-will to purchase these stocks. 
Consequently an outlet for these stocks 
will speedily be found. The conference is 
not competent to settle details of market- 
ing. Nevertheless, tht members of the 
conference undertake to imiport certain 
quantities of the surplus wheat of Central 
and Eastern European countries, and to 
see to it that the contracts of purchase are 
concluded as soon as possible. 

Similar prospects are held out for the 
disposal of surplus maize and barley.

A Xatch Centenary. 


I wonder how many of my readers have 
reflected that it is just one hundred years 
since the friction match was invented. 
Credit for its introduction has been 
ascribed to various persons and countries, 
but I hear that Vienna has now definitely 
established her claim to the honour.

Hood-Cloaks. 


I made some references lately to the 
hood-cloaks worn by the women of Western 
Connaught—those mantles of elaborate 
design and blazing red colour. This love 
of vivid hues is not to be met with else- 
where in Ireland. In Munster, for 
example, where the hood-cloak is in every- 
day use, the garment is traditionally a 
deep and unrelieved black. It is, more- 
over, usually long and flowing, made ol 
Melton cloth and lined with black satin. 
This lining and the large number of yards 
of actual material required make the cloak 
an expensive item, and it seldom costs less 
than £20. Good workmanship and heavy 
texture, however, render it an infrequent 
purchase. 

So durable is the garment that its life- 
time frequently extends over a hundred 
years, and such cloaks have been 
instanced as heirlooms. Of late the custom 
has originated to possess two such cloaks 
—one for marketing and one for Sunday 
wear—and this practice lengthens the lif 
of the garments still further 

In former years the making of the cloaks 
rested between two firms, one of which 
was in Clonakilty and the other in 
Bandon. No great  fashion-creating 
busmess houses in Paris ever vied with 
one another more intensely, and each firm 
strove to add little details and finishiny 
touches that were intended to produce 
distinctiveness. 

The wearing of such cloaks is governed 
by a simple, but rigid, etiquette. Their 
use is exclusive to married women, and 
no new bride who does not adopt one 
such garment as a part of her costume 
after her first twelve months of wedlock 
can hope to avoid adverse comment. A 
final| feature of them which has always 
impressed me is their similarity to the 
hooded cloaks worn by the women of the 
Azores. These also, [ may remark, are 
black in colour. |

Iona will always be associated in Irish 
minds with St. Columcille, so that the 
project to found there a Celtic university 
will certainly be of more than passing 
interest in Ireland. The project was first 
mooted by the Iona Society of America 
some six or seven years ago. It was 
allowed to lie dormant for some years. 
but now it appears to be about to come to 
life again. 

The idea is.that there should be founded 
on Iona a university to serve as a centre 
of Celtic culture, nd that its students 
should drawn from all parts of the 
globe. Primarily, of course, it would be 
a centre for the scattered sections of the 


Celtic race—Scots, Welsh, Irish, Manx, 


Cornish, and Breton—but it would also 
act as a stimulant to Celtic studies in all 
parts of the world. The scheme is to be a 
tribute by Americans to Scotland’s con- 
tribution to the development of the 
United States, and an endowment fund 
of £2,000,000 is being collected by a com- 
mittee, which includes Mr. Pierpont 
Morgan and Professor Nicholas Murray 
Butler. We in Ireland ought to wish the 
poe success, as the fame of Iona really 
elongs to us. 


Stage Costumes. 


I see that the experiments which have 
beefi made recently in producing old plays 
in modern dress do not appear to have 
been entirely successful, and it is hardly 
likely that the practice will become 
general. Nevertheless, the idea of dressing 
according to the country and period of the 
play is comparatively modern. During the 
eighteenth century actors and actresses in 
Dublin appeared on the stage in very much 
the same costume as that which they wore 
on the streets; sometimes, indeed; they 
acted in costumes which were quite in- 
congruous. For instance, O'Keeffe, writing 
about 1750, states that he saw Barry play 
‘‘Othello’’ in a complete suit of Englis 
regimentals, with a three-cocked, gold- 
laced hat, and Thomas Sheridan, in 
‘* Macheth,’’ dressed in scarlet and gold 
uniform. When he saw “ Richard III.” 
“all the characters appeared in modern 
clothes similar to those worn by gentlemén 
in the boxes, except ‘Richard’ himself, 
who looked an angry ‘Merry Andrew’ 
among the rest of the performers.’ 

There was one advantage in this arrange- 
ment; the management could change the 
play at a moment’s notice. It is said 
that on one occasion a man who left Crow 
Street Theatre to visit a neighbour- 
ing hostelry during a performance of 
“ Hamlet,” and was absent for a quarter 
of an hour, found the stage occupied on 
his return by “ Tony Lumpkin” and his 
companions, At first he thought that he 
was in the wrong theatre, until an 
attendant ex plained to him that 
“ Hamlet ” had been taken ill, and con- 
sequently it became necessary to substitute 
“She Stoops to Conquer.’’ 


Civil Service Correspondence. 


A civil servant tells me that during 
recent years there has been a noticeable 
improvement in the literary standard of 
letters -ddressed to the public. Not so 
very long ago official epistolary corre- 
spondence was noted for its prolixity and 
its pomposity.

Srm,—Your report in to-day's of the 

] to alter the contour of the railings 
in front of Trinity College has, Iam sure, been 
read with much concern by many citizens who 
take a pride in the architectare of the 
metropolis. Within the hour of reading your 
article, I write in the train on my way out 
of town for a few days, and cannot verify 
my views by giving = actual measurements 
as otherwise 1 would do; but. speaking ! 
the first , as an architect very muc 
interested in the matter and accustomed to 
considering problems involving such factors 
as here arise, and, in the second place, as a 
cyclist who very frequently passes around the 
bend of the roadway, the width of which it is 

roposed to increase, I am quite sure of the 
acts regarding the essence of the matter 
which I give below. As an individual, it is 
with difidence that I venture to 
publicly about a question which, doubtless, 
will receive. the fullest consideration from 
those responsible for dealing with it. I! so 
venture because I believe that, in expressing 
my own feeling, I. but voice the feeling of 
every architect who knows the building, and 
there are many such the world over. 

As every picture must have its frame, every 
gem its setting, so should every worthy piece 
of architecture have its background and tts 
foreground. The fagade of Trinity College, 
coupled with the Bank of Ireland, constitates

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in an architectural sense the focal point in | 


high light—-the very essence of Dublin archi- 
tectu charm. To cut away the all too 
restricted sctting to either of these buildings, 
bounded in eee case by a curved enclosing 
jine—the value of which curve or sweeping 
lime may not; perhaps, be appreciated by the 
unthinking—would be an act which a con- 
sideration of public necessity and of the most 
vita! importance only could justify, a con 
sideration moreover to be demonstrated 
absolutely as one of Euclid’s propositions. 
Is there such justification’? Can the proposa! 
be demonstrated to solve the problem 
absolutely? 

I have observed when cycling from West 
mcreland street to Grafton street that the 
congestion at this potnt is Caused always 
by the stoppage of vehicles proceeding east- 
ward while the northward traffic at right 
angles is flowing.

it would be almost better to have nome. 

Should it be proved absolutely essential, 
but not until it is so proved, would an 
alternative course be worth considering—to 
leave the railing in its present position, form 
# footpath through the lawn, passing between 
ths statues and the building, and cut away 
the existing footpath altogether? It would 
be a pity to have to do so. The College 
would have to cede a public mght of way 
through the lawn, but the architectural 
amenities would, at least, be preserved. 

Utilitarian and esthetic considerations are 
not always in harmony, but all whose work 
and interest lie in such matters know that 
much is being done to educate the public 
taste by demonstrating that utility and 
economy are not necessaniy antagonistic to 
beauty. In this case, unfortunately, a real 
confiict of interest does, seemingly, arise 
and the purport of my letter is, in brief, to 
urge that those who may have to decide the 
matter should be assured that the gain would 
be worth the loss. The loss would be

MEALS FOR SCHOOL CHILDREN. 
LETTER FROM LADY OSBORNE 
BEAUCLERK. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Sin,—I have read with interest the 
correspondence in your paper on meals for 
school children, and notice with some sur- 
prise that nobody has suggested to give the 
children, during the winter months. a mid 
day drink of hot cocoa, which can be provided 
ai a very small cost and with most beneficial 
results. This has been done in some of the 
County Waterford national schools for many 
years, and the scheme has latelv been started 
in some schools in the South Riding of 
Tipperary, where it has been such a success 
that increasing numbers are now taking it 
up. Every school has a slightly different 
system, but the following plans have 
found to answer well in two schools of which

It was stated in Dublin that these officers 
had betting transactions with bookmakers on 
private accounts, apart from their official 
duties, and that on those private accounts 
they received much more generous odds than 
were given to the ordinary public. It was 
known that those officers were very heavily 
involved, “but no effort was made by the 
bookmakers to get them to fulfill their 
obligations. 

It was also known that the Revenue Com- 
missioners had accepted much less than the 
statutory penalties from bookmakers who 
had broken the law. Those proceedings were 
in the nature of ‘‘ Star Chamber ” sessions. 
The bookmaker and an official of the Revenue 
Commissioners met in a private room without

Mr. de VALERA (F.F., Clare) said that he 
did not agree with the Minister's view that 
there was no great opportunity for corruption.

Mr. DE VALERA said that the Minister 
should carefully consider the ibility of 
having, in addition to the Commissioners 
who had charge of the collection of revenue, 
some sort of court established to deal with 
the matter from the judiciary side. 

IN PRE-TRUCE DAYS. 

Mr. BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin 8.) said the 

Revenue Commissioners themselves had im- 
penalties when the defendants were 
not brought to court.

He submitted that 
1% was unsafe that the question 
of remission of penalties should 
be left to an officer, who himself might be 
involved with the bookmaker. The whole

WORSE THAN DRINK. 

On an amendment by Mr. LITTLE (F.F), 
which sought to raise the age for persons 
making bets from eighteen to twenty-one, 

Mr. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork Boro’) said 
that betting was an evil with which they were 
only tinkering. It was a canker eating into 
the hearts of the whole community, worse a 
thousand times than the drink evil. 

“I am not a pious person,’ he added, 
‘amidst laughter, “ but I say that betting has 
done more than anything else to demoralise 
the youth of the country.”

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) moved to 
insert a new sub-section, making it neces- 
sary that, when carrying out raids on pre- 
mises where it was suspected that betting 
was being carried on illegally, the members 
of the Garda Siochana or officers of the 
Customs and Excise must be armed with a 
warrant signed by the District Justice. It 
was highly undesirable that the police cr 
Revenue officers should be allowed to carry 
out raids without warrants. Otherwise any 
house or premises could be entered. 

RAIDS ON HOUSES. 

Mr, BRISCOE, in supporting the amend- 
ment, said that in a case of shebeening, which 
he regarded as a greater evil, a raid could 
not be carried out without a warrant. 

Mr. MacENTEE saw a danger that any 
house could be entered merely on the plea 
that it was being used for betting. 

Mr. HENNESSY (Govt.. Cork, E.) also 
urged the Minister to consider the amendment 
favourably, and said that the Revenue Com- 
missioners had not sufficient evidence to 
warrant a provision of this nature. There 
was no reason why the community should be 
penalised as a whole. 

_Mr. BLYTHE said that the more they 
tightened up the law on betting, the stricter 
they, made the regulations, the more would 
the temptation grow among certain people to 
start betting in unlicensed premises. In such 
cases the authorities would have to act 
promptly—especijally in country districts. 

LOOKING FOR A SAFEGUARD. 

Detection in any case was a difficult matter, 
and it was not a good thing to put any unne- 
cessary obstacles in the way of getting evi- 
dence. It was for that reason that he did not 
want to have delay in getting warrants.

SURPRISE DEFEAT FOR 
OPPOSITION MOTION. 


Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin 8.) moved that 
the Dail disapprove of the decision of the 
Executive Council) accepting the majority 
report of the Tariff Commission that the 
application for a/|tariff of the Irish Coach- 
builders’ Association, the National Union of 
Vehicle Builders and the Irish Engineering 
Union be not granted. 

He said that on the 3lst January, 1927, an 
application from the Associations mentioned 
for a 50 per cent. ad valorem duty on im- 
ported ies of mechanically-driven vehicles, 
and on the parts of such bodies, with certain 
exceptions, ego with a duty of 10s. per 
vehicle on all vehicles intended for animal 
traction, and thirty-three and one-third per 
cent. on the parts of such vehicles, was re- 
ferred to the Tariff Commission. In November 
last year there were presented to the Execu- 
tive Council two reports in respect of that 
application—one a majority report signed by 
two members of the Tariff Commission and 
the other a minority report signed by one 
member of the Commission. e majority 
report recommended that the entire applica- 
tion be rot granted. 

This was the first occasion on which they 
had had a minority report, and there was 
contained in that minority report important 
information  relatin to the application 
which, he contended, would not have been 
made available had the report been an 
agreed one. 


VALUE OF IMPORTS. 

Mr. LEMASS went on to trace the history 
of the coachbuilding industry in this country 
from the time of the Act of Union down to 
the present day. At the present time the 
number of persons engaged in the industry 
was not more than four hundred, excluding 
those employed by the Tramway and Kail- 
way Companies. It was, however, an 
industry capable of being developed to its 
fullest capacity. 

He mentioned that £1,267,000 had been 
spent on imported touring and commercial 
cars last year. One half of that figure—that 
was £634,000—could be taken as represent- 
ing the value of the cars, and, taking from 
that twenty per cent. as representing agents 
profits, they had left the sum of £509,000 as 
representing wages paid to workers. in other 
words, by importing these 8,700 touring and 
commercial cars they deprived Irish workers 
of wages amounting to over %300,000. | 

The railways received considerable benefit 
from the State, and it was not unreasonable 
to ask that in return they should give the 
maximum of employment in the State. it 
was his view, and the view of his party, 
that the companies should be given definitely 
to understand that the importation of rail- 
way carriages would not be considered under 
any circumstances. : 

No better case was ever made for a tariff

DEBATE ON ENGLISH LAW. 


Last night, in the Graduates’ Memorial 
Building, Trinity College, Dublin, the College 
Historical Society held a debate on the 
motion: “That the Law is a Hass.” The 
chair was occupied by Mr. Jasper Wolfe, 
T.D. The motion was defeated by 20 votes 
to 13. i i" 

Mr. D. P. Owens, opening in the afhrma- 
tive, said that English law was out-of-date 
in comparison with most foreign systems of 
law. : 
Mr. Cathal Flynn said that the judiciary 
in this country was second to none. Every 
law passed by the Legislature was the expres- 
sion of the will of the people. | 

Mr. W. B. Stanford criticised the attitude 
of the law towards drinking in public-houses, 
and Sunday amusements. The attitude of 
the law towards sweepstakes was completely 
illogical. He thought that legal disputes 
should be settled on ethical principles. There 
werr. some cases which the ordinary ne 
were not fit to try. Insanity cases, for 
example, should be tried by doctors, 

Mr. Donogh Bryan (Mod.), B.A., LL.B., 
said that it was ridiculous to blame the law 
for abuses which were caused by Parliament. 
Many statutes were futile, but the common 
law was an admirable institution. 

Mr. R. P. P. Wallace complained of the 
excessive expenses and delays involved in 
taking legal proceedings. i

LONDON NEWSPAPER'’S 
APPEAL.

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE. MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE

‘he Supreme Court continued the hearing 
of the appeal, which was brought on behalf 
of the London Daily Hzxpress Newspaper, 
Ltd., from an order of Mr. Justice Sullivan 
refusing their application for an order to stay 
proceedings in an action brought against 
them by Patrick Kennedy, of 7. Albert street, 
Clonmel, claiming £100 under a policy of 
insurance for the death of his wife, Catherine 
Kennedy, who had been fatally injured im a 
‘bus accident. at Arran quay, Dublin, m 
August, 1930. The defendants contended that 
Mrs. Kennedy was not a registered reader of 
their newspaper on the date of the accident, 
and submitted that, on the conditions of the 
policy, the plaintiff’s claim should be referred 
to arbitration, and that the proceedings 
against them should be stayed. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. McGonigal (in- 
structed by Mr. L. J. O'Neill) appeared for 
the appellants, and Mr. Finlay, K.C., and 
Mr. Sherry (instructed by Mr. J. J. Early) 
for the respondent. 

Resuming his argument on behalf of the 
respondent, Mr. Finlay said that, while the 
plaintiff in the action could have resort to 
arbitration in the Irish Free State, the de- 
fendants had disentitled themselves from the 
scope of the clauses of the Arbitration Acts. 
Substantial issues of law had been raised in 
connection with this matter, one of them re- 
lating to the law by which the arbitration 
should be governed.. The question of where 
the contract was made also arose, and he sub- 
mitted that the contract was made in Ireland. 
The holding of an arbitration in London was 
not, in his opinion, a determining factor, 
having regard to the fact that the contract 
was made here, and on the terms of the 
contract there was nothing to indicate that 
the parties agreed to be governed by English 
law rather than the law in Saorstat Eireann, 
where the contract was made. In such cir- 
cumstances, the law of Saorstat Eireann should 
govern the provisions of this contract. The 
plaintiff had refused to have arbitration 
in London, and the defendants claimed to be 
in a position to repadiate their obligations by 
pleading that no contract existed, inasmuch as 
they alleged that the deceased woman was 
not a registered reader at the time of the 
accident. There was, in fact, a repudiation 
of the whole contract. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon remarked that it 
appeared to him that it was made quite clear 
in the paper that, in the event of a dispute, 
the dispute should be referred to arbitration. 

Mr. Lavery, replying, admitted‘ that the 
primary contract was with the newspaper and 
not with an insurance corporation, and that in 
the terms of the contract the liability to pay 
was on the Daily Ezpress, but said that the 
deceased woman had not complied with the 
conditions of the insurance scheme in the 
newspaper, and the contract no longer en- 
titled her to benefit. For that reason, there 
was necessity for arbitration. The defendants 
would give the length and breadth of the con- 
tract if it were in existence. They said that 
the deceased woman was not receiving the 
paper at the time of the accident.

ALLEGED BREACH OF CONTRACT, 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


Messrs. A. and J. Main and Co., Litd., 
11 Leinster street, Dublin, claimed damages 
against Messrs. Arthur Cherrick and Morris 
Isaacs, 144 Rathmines road, Dublin, for 
alleged breach of contract for the erection 
of a garage and annexe with two umbrella 
roofs, for £625, and for money due iby the 
defendants on a quantum meruit, for work 
done and mahertale provided by the plain. 
tiffs for the defendants. 

The plaintiffs stated that on the 16th 
April, 1930, the contract was made between 
the defendants and them, and the defendants 
directed them to have the materials required 
provided at once. Pilaintifis entered into a 
sub-contract for the manufacture and 
supply of the materials, and on the órd 
May they were informed by the defen- 
dants that some objection had been raised 
by the Dublin Co tion to the erection of 
the pro buildings, and the plaintiffs in 
struct their sub-contractors to do nothing 
further towards the preparatión of the mate 
rials. On the 16th May the defendants in- 
formed the plaintifis that the plans, as 
amended, had been passed by the Corpora- 
tion, and cirected them to proceed at once 
with the preparation of the materials; and 
on the 24th June, when the sub-contractors 
had completed the manufacture of the mate- 
rials, the plaintiffs were informed 
that the Corporation had rejected 
the amended plans, and subsequent! 
they were informed by the defendants tha: 
they had ‘instructed their architect to pre 
pare new plans. The materials already pre 
pared could not be used for the work shown 
in the new plans, and the plaintiffs were 
prevented from carrying out their contract 
with the defendants. | 

The defendants denied that they made th» 
contract with the plaintiffs, as alleged, © 
directed them to have the materials supplied 
and they also denied that they informed (h« 
plaintiffs that the Corporation had passe! 
any plans for the garage or directed the 
plaintiffs to proceéd with the preparation o! 
the materials. 

Mr. Dockrell, K.C., and Mr. Marnan 
structed by Messrs. William Findlater aod 
Co.) appeared for the plaintiffs: and Mr 
Molony, K.C., and Mr. Cherry (instructed bv 
Messrs. D. D. MacDonald and Co.) for the 
defendants.

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NORTH DUBLIN AND 
NEXT ELECTION. 
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GOVERNMENT PARTY 
ACTIVE, m- 


A meeting for the reorganisation of the 
Constituency Committee of Cumann na 
nGaedheal in North Dublin was held at 
5 Parnell square on Tuesday night. The 
active workers in the constituency were well 
represented. 

Mr. Richard Muleahy, Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, in the course 
of an address on the political situation, made 
a number of suggestions as to the best way in 
which all Cumann na nGaedheal supporters 
in North City should concentrate their 
energies so that at the general election 
North Dublin would find itself im the proud 
position it occupied after every election and 
by-election since tie passing of the Treaty. 

Councillor John Costello said that if, 
between now. and the general election, each 
of them did his or her best to bring every 
person of goodwill into their organisation, 
North Dublin would give a more decisive 
victory for the Treaty and for good govern- 
ment than had been yet recorded.

The Irish Railways. 

Even the professional optimist, anxious, 
like Mark Tapley, to prove his cheerful- 
ness in the worst of circumstances, would 
confess himself baffled by the plight of the 
Irish railways. For the two great com- 
panies in North and South 1930 has been 
another year of heavy loss, and the cut- 
look is not merely serious, but alarming. 
They have ceased to be profit-making 
concerns ; they are living on their capital, 
and their balance sheets—such as they are 
—have been made possible only by the 
most rigorous economies. Last year the 
total net income of the Great Southern 
Railways Company fell by £102,894 to 
£825,085. Expenditure was reduced by 
£74,242, but passenger traffic and goods 
traffic fell by £172,000. Its economies 
just enabled the company to maintain its 
exiguous dividend of 1 per nt. on the 
Ordinary Stock, without any draft on the 
Compensation Fund. Not less discourag- 
ing was Sir George Clark’s tale yesterday 
to the shareholders of the Great Northern 
Railway Company. This company pays an 
ordinary dividend of 14 per cent-, but has 
been forced to raid the Compensation Fund 
for a sum of £40,000. Here, too, drastic 
economies have been effected, but gross 
receipts have fallen by nearly £87,000, and 
there are heavy declines alike in passenger 
trafic and in goods tra‘fic. 

The Irish railway companies are dying 
under the joint attack of two diseases— 
road competition and 
bills. In England the companies are 
fighting a level—perhaps, indeed, a 
winning—battle with the rivalry of the 
roads. They still possess large financial 
resources, and they have been helped by 
the fact that in Great Britain road com- 
petition the been 
reasonably economic. Here the position 
has been, and remains, chaotic. Both 
companies have organised road motor 
services, and the Great Northern Company 
now controls a fleet of ninety-one omni- 
buses. Sir George Clark announces the 
result of this enterprise, which for the 
past year was a considerable deficit. The 
brave efforts of the two companies to re- 
dress railway losses by road profits have 
failed because the Irish Governments have 
abnegated all authority over the roads. 
They tolerate an unrestricted competition 
in which there is no profit for anybody. 
Numbers of smal! undertakings are hover- 
ing on the edge of bankruptcy ; their cut- 
throat rivalry not only is killing the rail- 
ways, but is an increasing menace to the 
safety ~f the public. To such intensive 
and unregulated competition there can 
be only one end, and the Free State 
Government’s Ministry of Transport, when 
it comes, may be built upon the ruins of 
the Irish railways. 

A vital condition of the Irish rail- 
ways continued existence is the reduction 
of the present wages bills. Even if all 
other circumstances were favourable—if 
trade were active, and if there were no 
rivalry from the roads—-no industry could 
thrive under this burden, which is peculiar 
to the British and Irish railways. The 
railwaymen are the only workers who, 
a.ter all tae painful readjustments of the 
post-war period, remain absolutely 
“‘ sheltered.”’ To-day wages on the Irish 
railways exceed the wages of 1913 by more 
than two hundred per cent., although the 
increase in the cost of living is now less 


excessive wages

than seventy per cent. Railway dividends 
have dwindled to mere shadows and are 
threatened with total extinction. Hundreds 
of middle-class families have been reduced 
to want through the loss of these divi- 
dends, but the wholly 
artificial standard of wages continues to 
be sacred.

In these circumstances, the 
railways can survive only by increasingly 
severe reductions of other expenditure, 
and, sooner or later, such reductions must 
be translated in terms of unemployment. 
In a sentence, the railway workers must 
choose between lower wages and wholesale. 

We hope that their 
choice will be wise, and that the harshness 
of necessity will be mitigated by good 
feeling between the companies and their 
servants. It is a common, not a par- 
sacrifice that the situation 
There are welcome signs that 
the present negotiations in Great Britain 
may result in an agreed reduction of rail- 
way wages, and we assume that, since the 
same trade unions are involved, a corre- 
sponding reduction would become effective 
In that event, and if the two Irish 
Governments will bestir themselves’ to 
regulate road traffic, the Irish railways 
may take a new lease of life.

Monarchists decided to boycott the forth: 
coming elections, and General Berenguer, 
overborne on all sides, chose to resign.

sacred rights of democracy. The question, 
therefore, was: Would the King abdicate, 
or, if not, would he try to brazen matters 
out by the establishment of a new dictator- 
ship? Actually he took neither course. 
First, he invited Sefior Sanchez Guerra 


to form a representative Cabinet; but 


Sefior Guerra’s attempt failed through 
his own lack of imagination. The King’s 
second move was to appoint a Cabinet 
proprio motu. Outwardly little exists to 
differentiate it from the old militarist 
juntas, but it has certain features that 
may redeem it in the eyes of the Spanish 
people, Its real object, in fact, is merely 
to govern the country until the elections 
for a new Cortes can be held. These 
elections will be on an absolutely fresh 
basis. They will be representative in the 
full sense, and the Cortes resulting from 
them will have power to review the Con- 
stitution of Spain and, if it thinks fit, 
to limit the royal prerogatives. For the 
moment King Alfonso is out of danger, 
but it is obvious that his future depends 
on a tactful handling of the situation. 
The new Cabinet, constituted of members 
of the old régime, must not allow too 
much time to elapse before elections are 
held if Spain’s patience is not to be tried 
to breaking-point. Popular feeling, always 
monarchical at bottom, is particularly 
well-disposed towards the King at present ; 
but delay is liable to revive Republican 
ambitions. The choice lies between a 
Republic and a Monarchy, limited as 
strictly as the Monarchy of Britain. King 
Alfonso is fortunate that a choice still 
is open, but he must employ his period 
of grace to the full if he is to remain a 
King. 


Undischarged. 


Undoubtedly, it is true that, where the 
great are concerned, we are not fastidious. 
Two hundred and sixty-two years ago 
Rembrandt died, an undischarged bank- 
rupt, and until this year nobody con- 
sidered that. the regrettable omission by 
the master to set his affairs in order was 
a serious slur upon his character. Thus 
does fame obscure the fact that even the 
colossi of history had human obligations. 
To a descendant of the house of van 
Uylenburg it was intolerable that Saskia’s 
husband should suffer still from the stigma 
of this bankruptcy. The very pictures 
alone that Rembrandt had painted of 
Saskia—she was his first wife—would be 
enough at their present value to pay any 
debts that were left. 
young man, who, we are told, is a student 
of Utrecht, brought a petition before the 
Amsterdam Court for the rehabilitation of 
the painter. Though we may think that 
his action was unwise from his own point 
of view, since thereby he advertised what 
most people had forgotten, we must 
admire his respect for family honour. 
Unfortunately, he was unsuccessful, The 
Court, it appears, did not consider that 
such a petition fell within the terms of 
reference of modern requirements, and so 
rejected it on purely fermal grounds. 
Sections of the Dutch Press hold that the 
student of Utrecht ought to have received 
more considerate treatment; since, how- 
ever, thero is no Court of Cassation in 
Holland, Rembrandt remains an undis- 
charged bankrupt. On the whole, no 
injustice is involved; for he was one of 
the few famous men who were appreciated 
by their contemporaries. Saskia, too, 
was no penniless bride, and Rembrandt’s 
financial difficulties were due to his own 
reckless extravagance. We may suppose, 
moreover, that his creditors, if they were 
alive to-day, would regard the loss of 
their money as something of an honour; 
even Beau Brummell was able often to 
deal ‘with clamorous tradesmen in this 
wise.

Footbal] in Spain. 


One of the outstanding social features of 
the last thirty years has been the remark- 
able progress made by games on the Con- 
tinent. Football pre-eminently has romped 
its way into popularity, and now a claim 
is made by the Barcelona Association 
Football Club that it is the largest in the 
world. It possesses eleven thousand sub- 
scribing members—a figure which, as we 
may suppose, no other club can equal. 
Included in this number are two hundred 
boys who appear to be trained in an almost 
military manner. Physical drill at six in 
the morning ensures their fitness, and the 
principal trainer is Bellamy, late of the 
Arsenal. The Latin races appear to be 
especially apt at Association football; the 
Uruguayan team, for instance, created 
something of a furore by its display in the 
last Olympic Games at Amsterdam. We 
must welcome this healthy keenness for 
games among peoples who hitherto have 
devoted themselves to such crueller sports 
as the bull-fight. On the other hand, a too 
rapid adolescence is not always in the best 
interests of a game’s future. The mobilis- 
ing of large armies of players, before 
governing bodies have found their feet and 
the clubs have acquired traditions, is 
liable to cause such troubles as that which 
at the moment is splitting French Rugby. 
Even in these islands the same tendency 
on occasions has been noticeable. In the 
present condition of Spanish affairs, how- 
ever, a football ‘‘ boom ”’ will be a blessing 
if it diverts the public mind from political 
abstractions. England, as many hold, 
owes her internal stability to the fact that 
her people take more interest in cup ties 
than in general elections.

THE Berlin police were mobilised in full 

strength to-day to suppress all at- 
tempts at rioting in connection with the

as a protest against unemployment.

THREE KILLED. 


A {. squabbles between police and 
Communists occurred in the course of the 
afternoon at several points in Berlin.

More serious encounters, however, are 
reported from the suburbs of Leipzig, 
where, despite the prohibition of the 
police, the Communists attempted to form 
a pi ion, The police were attacked 
by the demonstrators with stones, sticks 
and other weapons, and some shots were 
also fired by the crowd. 

The fire was returned by the police, with 
the result that three of the demonstrators 
were killed and eight wounded. 

The Communist call to the wonid un- 
employed to demonstrate to-day met with 
little response in the West German in- 
dustrial districts.

“The whole of the profit brought into 
our account arose from interest and divi- 
dends on our other investments, including, 
as usual, a final dividend for the previous 
year received from America.” The profits 
amounted to £2,274,408, and the final divi- 
dend recommended, already ‘announced, is 
3 per cent., free of income tax.

A SANDHURST TO BE 
CREATED. 


nom Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT, 
NEW DELHI, Wednesday. 


HE creation of an Indian Sandhurst 
will be an.accomplished fact. before 
very long, the Cammandér-in-Chief in 
India. General Sir Philip Chetwode 
declared in the course of an important 
speech before. the Council of State to-day 
on the future of the Indian Army. 

The Council had before. it an unofficial 
resolution recommending that a committee 
of experts and members of the Central 
Legislature should frame a scheme for the 


| Indianisation of the. Indian Army, but 


this‘ motion was withdrawn after Sir Philid 
Chetwode had spoken. 


COMMITTEE OF EXPERTS. 


The Commander-in-Chief announced that 
the Government of India were consulting 
with His Majesty’s Government regarding 
the appointinent of a committee of experts 
as recommended by the Defence Com- 
mittee of the Reund Table Conference. 
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This committee would include representa- 
tives of the Indian States, and in this con- 
nection there would be consultations with 
the Chamber of Princes. 

The experts would include any person— 
oficial or otherwise—qualified by special 
knowledge or experience to contribute: to 
the solution of the various problems. The 
committee would meet in Simla soon after 
the Government moved up to the hills. 

In order to implement the new policy 
outlined by Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, and 
contained in the decisions revealed in the 
Defence Committee's reports, the old com- 
mittees, including the Skeen Committee, 
the Shea Committee, and the “Military 
Requirements Committee would all be 
washed out, and His Majesty’s. Govérn- 
ment had accepted the principle of rapid 
Indianisation. This had been accepted 
by the Government of India and by him- 
self as head of the Indian Army. 


ARMY'S. EFFICIENCY. 


Regarding the Indian Sandhurst, Sir 
Philip further declared that he had 
definite proposals to make before the com- 
mittee whe it met at Simla, and when 
these were known it would be found that 
they represented a substantial advance on 
the present position, provided that 
sufficient candidates were forthcoming.

GREAT POSSIBILITIES. 


The Times to-day observes in a leading 
article :—The fact that the British Foreign 
Secretary and the First Lord of the 
Admiralty have felt justified in proeeed- 
ing from Paris to Rome for the continu- 
ance of their conversations on naval 
disarmament is itself the best augury of 
successful results. The existence ol 
rivalry in naval construction between 
France and Italy is the greatest single 
stumbling block to the progress of dis- 
armament, and its removal for even a 
short period of years is a purpose whose 
achievement would have beneficial conse- 
quences far beyond the Mediterranean.

These conditions, if continued, he added, must end disastrously, 


IR GEORGE CLARK, at the meetin 
in Dublin yesterday, described 1 
aa the worst year in the history of ithe 

Great Northern Railway Company. . 

Trade generally, he said, had been very 
bad, and had rendered the past year a 
most difficult one, not only for railway 
companies, buat, indeed, for almost all 
trading concerns. Under such conditions. 
the volume of traffic in passengers and 
merchandise mevitably fell off, and, the 
decrease in receipts had been aggravated 
by the extremely bad weather experienced 
last summer. 


DUAL SERVICES. 


Private motor cars, whose numbers were 
increasing very rapidly, were a greater 
factor in diverting traffic from rail to road 
than even the continued *bus competition 
with which “they had to contend. They 
were at present operating a fleet of 91 
*buses—an increase of 31 over the number 
in service a year ago. Their receipts were 
£103,970, and expenditure was £117,340, 
leaving a deficit of over £13,000. So long 
as the company was compelled, owing to 
the competition which existed, to carry 
passengers at uneconomical fares, they 
could not hope to make their road trans- 
port services a paying ee. The 
comparatively moderate volume of avail- 
able trafic was so split up over dual 
services that there was not sufficient 
business to be profitable for all. These 
conditions, if continued, must end 
disastrously, as this country could not 
afford dual or multiple transport services. 
In periods of falling revenue, expenditure, 
obviously, must be adjusted accordingly. 
There comes a time, however, when it was 
not possible to reduce expenditure 
pro rata to the decline im revenue, and 
that had been the case in 1930. 


SALARIES AND WAGES. 


As regards salaries and wages, however, 
which, between them, ahsorbed about two- 
thirds of the total .expenditure, share- 
holders possibly might not realise tht 
these and the conditions of service of the 
empleyés were matters which were not 
entirely within the control of the directors. 
H» was thoroughly convinced that, unless

In what had now become practically a 


struggle for existence, the Irish railway - 
‘companies had been compelled to take 


steps to obtain some relief from the unduly 
onerous burdens and conditions to which 
they were subjected under the conditions 
of remuneration and service; which had 
long since been modified in what were 
termed the unsheltered trades. 

Salaries and wages amounted last year 
to two and a-haif times what was paid in 
1915, while the cost of living. was little 
more than 50 per cent. higher, and was 
declining month by month. 

At no time were retrenchment and 
reform more urgently necessary, and that 
would require a big effort, together with 
the exercise of much thought, industry, 
thrift and sacrifice on the part of every- 
one.

OPPOSITION. 

Viscount Charchill, at the Great 
Western Railway meeting at Paddington, 
entered in detail into the company’s 
accounts, which showed a net revenue total 
of £7,523,861. The depression still con- 
tinued, and there were no indications that 
a trade revival was in sight. The com- 


pany had made further progress in pro- 
moting co-operation between passenger ' 


services on the railway and the road. 

They had acquired an interest in practi- 
cally all the principal road motor services 
operating in Great Western territory, and 
the amount invested in those undertakings 
up to the present was £2,250,000, on which 
they were receiving a return of about 64 
per cent. 

Their policy of co-operation as opposed 
to competition liad enabled better services 
to be given to the travelling public, par- 
ticularly in the improvement of connec- 
tions between rail and road services. 

Although the company had suffered 
severely from trade depression, they had 
not relaxed their efforts to improve the 
efficiency of their services.

| HEN bail was refused at Glasgow 
' Sheriff Court yesterday to nine cf 


the directors and officials of Scottish 
Amalgamated Silks, Limited, who were 
arrested last week on charges of the 
fraudulent appropriation of £438,000, it was 
intimated that an appeal would be lodged 
immediately, and would probably be heard 
in Edinburgh to-morrow. 

Bail was, however, granted to three of the 
accused—Robert C. Hannay, John Gardner, 
and Arthur Callander Strathie—the sum 
fixed for each being £2,000. 

Four of the arrested men are now on hail, 
James Sutherland, an eighty-year-old direc 
tor, having been released last week on bail 
of £10,000. 

When the Court opened vesterday the 
prosecution _ intimated. that they had ne 
opposition to the granting of bail to Hannay, 
Gardner, and Strathie. 


A CiVIL ACTION. 


It was stated yesterday for the first time 
that a civil action for two hundred and fifty 
thousand pounds was ee against the 
directors. and would shortly be heard. 


Mr. McGregor Mitchell, representing the. 


nine men who were refused bail, submitted 
that there was absolutely no chance of them 
absconding. The accused were anchored in 
Glasgow, and their chief desire was to stand 
their trial and prove their innocence. If they 
had wanted to ahscond they could have done 
so some time. ago, as it. was current in 
Glasgow and Edinburgh days before they were 
apprehended that their apprehension was im- 
minent. The Crown had taken charge of 
hundreds of thousands of documents, and 
proof in the case was bound to be largely 
documentary. He submitted that it was only 
right that these men should not be handi- 
capped in the preparation of their defence by 
being kept in prison. 

‘‘ Notwithstanding the criminal proceedings 
instituted here,” continued Mr. Mitchell, 
“action has been raised at the instance of 
the liquidators of this company against ali 
the directors of the Scottish Amalgamated 
Silks, that is the great majority of the 
accused. Arrestments have been issued, and 
that action is for about £250,000. The arrest 
ments made have tied up the greater part 
of the resources of these gentlemen, and they 
have got to meet that action. Indeed, it 
might be called in a day or two, and the 
defences would-be due im ten days. 

The Crown had got that additional secu- 
rity and the cash assets of the accused 
were tied up by ‘those arrestments, and, 
surely. it would be unique if these men, 1 
so unfortdnate a position, should be retained 
in prison when there ‘was such ample 
security. ay | 

Sheriff McDermott, giving bis | 
against the granting of bail to the nine men, 
said that when the Lord Advocate was op- 
posed to the granting of bail great weight 
was always given to such representations. In 
that complicated case the Lord Advocate 
stated that if these men were liberated at 
the moment it would be against public policy 
and might tend to defeat the ends of justice.

170 YEARS IN EXISTENCE. 


The Meath Hospital is the fourth oldest 
hospital in Dublin, and this is the fifth ex- 


‘tension ‘that has been made in its present 


position. Originally the ‘‘ Meath’ was 
established in the Coombe in 1756. Al] traces 
In 
1756 it was moved to Skinner's Alley. and in 
1775 an Act was passed in the Irish House of 
Commons constituting it the County Dublin 
Infirmary. It has been registered under that 
name ever since. Jt was not until 1822 that 
the Meath Hospital opened for the reception 
of patients. It now accommodates 150 beds 
and a nursing staff of 50. 

The next a!teration will probably be in the 
west wing. The question of an additional top- 
storey to cope with the increasing demand for 
beds has been raised, and it is possible that 
a roof garden may be constructed at the same 
time. The realisation of this plan will de- 
pend on the financial position of the hospital 
after the Grand National Sweep in March. It 
has been estimated, however, that the share 
that will fall to the Meath Hospital will not 
be less than fifteen thousand pounds.

hele: for his address at the in- 
augural meeting for the session of the Com- 
merce Society of University College, Dublin, 
held in the College, Earlsfort terrace, last 
night. Mr. Bourke was unable to be present 
owing to illness, and his address was read 
by Mr. John Donnelly. 

Dz. Coffey, President of the College. who 

resided, presented to Patricia Browner, B.A., 
gá ex-Auditor, the Shields’ gold medal 
for oratory, and to Tadhg O'Neill the 
Society's silver medal for first-year speakers. 

Mr. Bourke, in his address, referred to 
initiative as the force which set in motion and 
effected changes in industry. Not for many 
years, he said, had there béen so urgent a 
demand for the solution of industrial] problems 
as at present. The foundation of the present 
industrial structure was laid by the 
initiative shown in the past, and the future 
of society would depend on the initiative 
displayed by the modern world in ihe utilisa- 
tion of existing resources, and in the exploita- 
tion of unknown or of potential ones. The 
United States provided them with some of 
the finest examples of individaal initiative. 
Modern capitalism was organised chiefly on 
an individualistic basis, and, in fact, meant 
individual initiative in gaim-seeking under 
competitive conditions. It was a peculiar 
characteristic of the present era that it: pre- 
sented cytional conditions for the growth of 
capital, and the United States provided an 
interesting studv in that matter. 

STATE ENTERPRISE. 

Dealing with the Free State, he said that 
the inauguration of the Shannon seheme and 
the development of the Drumm battery were 
two ontstanding examples of State eaterprise, 
but for the greater part there was stagnatioh 
in the field of individual initiative, as ex- 
emplified by the large deposits in the banks. 
They did not wish to see in this comntry an 
extension of foreign capitalists; fer the 
country rever could obtain an et6riofhic in- 
dependence while they remained in the grip 
of foreign capitalists. 

There should be, however, a predominant 
democratic character in their nationa¥ enter- 
prises rather than a confused. maddle of 
interests, where nothing really emerged 
except the egoism of those who struggled. 

Dr. T. A. McLaughlin, managing director, 
Electricity Supply Board, proposed a vote 
of thanks to the auditor for. his address. 
Alluding to alien ownership of industry, he 
said that he always was astonished to find | 
this treated as if it were a problem which 
had arisen for the first time in the 
history of any country, and as if no 
solution of it ever had 
had failed. He had, incidentally, learned 
in his travels in Europe that it 
wag a problem which had affected many 
connate and = — there had oar’ — 
egisiation, and, he suspected, muc! 1s- 
astrous legislation. ‘“‘We islanders, in our 
egotistical way,” he said, “are inclined to 
forget that we are simply treading a road of 
economic progress about twenty-five years 
behind the rest of Europe, having been re- 
tarded by the fact that we were govern- 
mentally directed and controlled by a mighty 
neighbour, who thought, quite naturally, first 
of her own needs and arranged our affairs to 
suit her.” 

Mr. H. Eriksson, Swedish Consul-General, 
who seconded motion, said that in 
Sweden a number of restrictive laws, both 
on im capital and private foreign 
enterprise, had been repealed, simply because 
they had not been in the best interests of 
the: country. é :

THE RIGHT REY. T. S. BERRY, 


D.D. 

The Right Rev. Thomas Sterling Berry, 
D.D., formerly Bishop of Killaloe, Kilfenora, 
Clonfert and Kilmacduagh, died yesterday at 
his residence, Vesey place, Kingstown. | 
. Dr. Berry was a most distinguished Church- 
man. His collegiate career was one of out- 
standing brilliancy. In 1874 he was a Scholar 
of Trinity College, Dublin, where he took his 
B.A. decree (Sen. Mod. Ethics and Logics) in 
18/5. In the same year he gained Arch- 
bishop King’s Divinity Prize (first) and 
Bishop Foster’s Divinity Prize. The Elring- 
ton Theological Prize, Church Formularies 
Prize, Biblical. Prize and Greek Prize 
(first), Im 1876; Divinity. Testimonium 
(First Class; and Theological Exhibition 
(first), in 1877; B.D., 1878; M.A., 
1882; D.D., in 1884. Dr. Berry was ordained 
in 1877 by the Bishop of Kilmore, and was 
curate of Christ Church, Kingstown, from 
1877 to 1879. Curate of St. George’s, 1879 
to 1884, during which pericd he was also 
assistant to the Regins Professor of Divinity, 
T.C.D. Evening Preacher, T.C.D., 18: 
to 1884, and 1894-1895. He was Rector of 
Birr, King’s County, from 1884 to 1892; 
Donnellan Lecturer, T.C.D., 1889; Examin- 
ing Chaplain to the Bishop of Killaloe, 1884 
to 1895; assistant to Archbishop King’s 
Divinity Lecturer, 1893 to 1895; Select 
Preacher, T.C.D., from 1906 to 1914; Chap- 
lain to the Lord Lieutenant, 1885 to 1713; 
tector of Booterstown, 1892-1913; Assistant 
to Regims Professor of Divinity, T.C.D., 
1895-1913; Examining Chaplain to the Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, 1903:1913; Prebendary of 
Dezlavin in 8t. Patrick's Cathedral, 1903- 
1913. On the appointment of the Right Rev. 
Dr. Dowse to the Bishopric of. Cork, Cloyne 
and Ross in 1913, Dr. Berry was elected 
Ki-Lop of Killaloe. He resigned from tha; 
See in 1924, and was succeeded by Dr. H. E 
Patton.

Lady Frances Balfour. one «f the great 
workers for many years in the cause of 
women’s rights, died yesterday at her London 
home in Addison road. She had been suffer- 
ing from bronchial-pneumonia for the past 
few days. ' 

Lady Frances was a daughter of the eighth 
Duke of Argyll and the widow of Colonel 
Eustace Balícur, a brother oí the !ate Earl of 
Balfour. Throughout her long life—she was 
born in 1858—Lady Frances devoted herself 
to the cause of women’s freedom. Many 
organisations aiming at improving the position 
of women in every walk of life found her deep 
knowledge and advice always at their service. 
and she was frequently an active worker in 
their ranks. 

Within the last three years Lady Frances 
took up the cudgels on behalf of women 
oe when they were criticised before the 

olice Commission, and for women students 
when they were banned from certain London 
hospital schools. 

Lady Frances was the authoress of a num- 
ber of memoirs. In one detail only Lady 
Frances refused to move with the times—that 
of her dress. To the end she maintained a 
style liarly her own, with a high-necked 
black gown and black bonnet. 

The degree of D.Litt. was con- 
ferred her by Durham University in 
1919, two years later she was made an 
honorary LL.D.. of Edinburgh.

The resolution, which was submitted by 


‘Mr. P. 8. Doyle, T.D., added that, in the ' 


event of the dispute continuing, “ the funds 
available for outdoor relief will have to be 
very considerably augmiented:”’ . 

“The saving gained by men going out to 
work is counter-balarced by the extra number 
applying for relief owing to the ‘buildi 
strike and loss of employment in kind 
trades,” said Mr. Corway, relief supervisor. 
He added that the financial commitments in 
regard to relief would be fairly normal were 
it not for the strike. 

Supervisor Healy said the increase in the 
amount of relief administered was £200 a 
week, About 1,400 were employed occasion- 
ally on Corporation relief works, but only 
about 400 were employed at one time 
Mrs. Kettle (Chairman), replying to a ques- 
tion by Mr. Medlar, said that, after inquiry, 
she was satisfied the Committee were getting 
: ba proportion on the cashally employed 
ist. 

The Supervisor’s report showed that the 
total amount paid out in cash and kind last 
week was £5,719 11s. 6d., and 6,999 families 
were relieved. This was an increase of £63 
over the previous week, and they pointed ont, 
there would be a further increase lor the pre- 
sent. week, 

LARGER COMMITTEE DEMANDED. 

A letter was read from the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health agreeing 
to receive a deputation on Monday next on 
the question of enlarging the Committee, and 
the Committee agreed to attend on that day. 

Mrs. Kettle said she was auite sure an 
effort would be made to enlarge the Com- 
mittee, because it was almost impossible to 
carry on as at present. 

Mr. Medlar, referring to statements made 
at the previous meeting in regard to attend- 
ances, pointed out that he had missed only 
two of the 20 meetings held, that he had 
attended 43 times to look into cases of people 
who applied for relief, and also attended the 
dispensaries on 27 occasions. 

Mrs. Kettle said the attendances of all 
members had been remarkably creditable, and, 
in commenting on the lack of a quorum, she 
had done no more than criticise the limited 
number of tie Committee 

STOREKEEPER’S RESIGNATION. 

Mr. Doyle moved that the resignation of 
Mr. William Murphy, former storekeeper, 
be accepted.on medical certificate, and that a 
superannuation allowance at the usual rate 
be granted, all orders to the contrary not. 
withstanding. 

Mrs. Kettle asked if they were in a 
position to discuss the resolution in view of 
the auditor’s report and the fact chat they 
had no expression of opinion from the 
Minister on the whole question. They did 
not know if the Minister would have an 
inquiry or what view he took. The only 
thing they had to go on was the auditor’s 
report, in which it was stated that the 
man should be subject to strong disciplinary 
action. She did not see how the Committee 
could recommend a pension at the usual 
rates. 

Mr. Shiel agreed and suggested that the 
motion was meant to put the Committee in 
a false position. 

Mr. Doyle—It is no such thing. 

An amendment from Mr. Shiel te post 
pohe the matter pending receipt of a com- 
munication from the Minister was lost, and 
Mr. Doyle’s motion carried by three votes 
to two. 

UNEMPLOYED MAN’S LETTER. 

The following letter, .seut Mr, Charles 

Murphy, of 33 Crampton Buildings, to the 


| Governor-Genéral, was read at the meeting. 


It had been forwarded. by the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health. 

“Just, a line to let you know the way busi- 
ness 18 being transacted lately in the Govern- 
ment. A decers young man is being de- 
prived of what he is entitled to. I am idle 
going on five years. I have applied for 
severa] jobs without success, and I have been 
deprived of this poor-law relief money. 

“Two years ago I made application for a 
form. I filled up the particulars, and I was 
told to go down to the Unemployment Ex- 
change and get the manager to stamp it. 
After stamping my form he asked me for my 
unemployment card, and I told him I had lost 
it, so he told me: ‘ You will get nothing '—a 
lame excuse for citizens, Have I to starve 
because I lost my card? 

“I expect to be paid this poor-law relief 
money in a lump. I will leave the remainder 
to yourself. I am practically waitng on the 
money. Sir, a few lines from you would 
settle all. I can neither get the earning of 
my living nor relief. 

“1 have relations ratepayers, and if this 
relief is not granted to me they will with- 
draw from paying rates. I should have been 
getting this relief for the past two years. I 
have not the price of a cigarette, and there 
is rough customers, with mufflers round their 
necks, getting it without any card. 

** I should have to fill in no form, consider- 
ing I have been two years without it. So I am 
trusting to your generosity in this matter. 
Hoping you will speak for God’s sake for me 
for a friendly discussion. ' 

The Committee, without making any com- 
ment, agreed to refer the letter to the reliev- 
ing officers.

THE PRESIDENT. 


SUCCESS OF APPRENTICE 
SCHEME. 


Mr. Thomas Woods, the outgoing president, 
in his address said that it was to be hoped 
that the general depression. that prevailed 
during the year had now reached rock-bottom.

Trades’ Federation were at nt exploring 
every avenue that might lead to a satis- 
factory settlement of the dispute. 


THE NEW PRESIDENT. 


Mr. John Hearn, Waterford, .was elected 
President for the year 1951-32. 

In the annual report of the Council it 
was stated, in reference to the depression m 
trade generally, that it was daily becoming 
more certain that economic laws must assert 
themselves, and that those who tried to 
ignore them would suffer sooner or later. 

Referring to the present dispute, the re- 

rt stated that the wages of painters had 
oon adjusted from time to time, leaving 
Dublin employers paying the highest rate in 
the three já yáilea The London wages was 
ls. 64d. an hour, while at the time of the 
present rupture the rate in Dublin was 
ls. 94d. 


THE WAGES QUESTION. 

The President said that it seemed absurd 
that wages should be so much in advance of 
much larger centres. He believed that more 
reasonable conditions could be brought about 
if the Association were a more active one. 

Mr. A. C. Sibthorpe, proposing the adop- 
tion of the report, which was agreed to, said 
that the quantity of paint imported into the 
Free State owas large enough to 
give employment to twice the number 
of proper tradesmen at present em- 
ployed in Ireland. Those in charge of 
trade unions did not seem to be able to 
realise that the maintenance of high wages 
for a few men meant no wages for a much 
larger number. | 

Mr. J. ©. Murphy, seconding, said that 
efforts should be made to get again into the 
National Association the master painters -n 
the North of Ireland, who had secedéd when 
the boundary was set up. 

FREE STATE FINANCE. 

The treasurer, Mr; John Sibthorpe, in sub- 
mitting the finangial statement, said that he 
was able to join in the feeling of confidence 
in the country’s future that was spreading 
tapidly. Their council had invested its 
mm funds in Free State Government loan, 
and had no reason to regret it. To-day Free 
State loan occupied the premier position 
among Government securities of the world. 
There was a time when British Consols 
were supposed to be the high-water mark 
of national credit. Then French Rentes 
took that position. Now you find Free State 
Government securities quoted at a higher 
figure than either British or French stocks.. 

When, after all that had happened during 
the last ten years,“ they found that their 
Government was able to borrow money 
cheaper than any other Government in the 
world, they had solid foundation for hopes for 
a great future for their country. If they only 
utihsed their resources they would soon be 
the best-off country in the world.

LORD KYLSANT RESIGNS COMPANY 
CHAIRMANSHIP. 

It was announced at a meeting of share- 
holders of the £3,000,000 London and Thames 
Haven Oil Wharves Company, Limited, im 
London, yesterday, that Lord Kylsant had 
resigned the chairmanship of the board. Lord 
Kylsant leaves for South Africa on Friday. 
The re-election of Lord Kylsant as a director 
was carried. It was stated that the company 
had no connection whatever with the yal 
Mail Steam Packet Company s affairs. 


RHODESIAN SELECTION TRUST. 

The directors of Rhodesian Selection Trust, 
Ltd., in a circular to the shareholders, state 
that an agreement has been concluded 
between the company, the Bwana M‘Kubwa 
Copper Mining Company, Ltd.; the British 
South Africa Company, and Mufulira Copper 
Mines, Ltd., for the transfer to the last- 
mentioned company as from December 1, 
1930, of the whole of the company’s mining 
properties in Northern Rhodesia, consisting 
of the 21 special grant areas in the N’Kana 
Concession (in which areas the Rhodesian 
Congo Border Concession, Ltd., is aequiring 
the one-third interest hitherto held by the 
Bwana Company ). and also certain base metal 
claims at Chambishi. The result of this 
arrangement is that the company maintains 
its interest of approximately two-thirds in the 
properties, but in the form of shares in 
Mufulira Copper Mines, Ltd. The prime 
reasons which led to the transfer to Mufulira 
Copper Mines are unification of management 
of the properties and the effecting of con- 
siderable economies in ‘operation and other 
directions. Further, the unified control of 
the properties will enable the management to 
adjust production more readily to the changes 
in conditions in the copper market. 

The Mufulira Company has decided to com- 
plete for the time being only a first unit of 
plant to treat 1,500 tons a day. This arrange- 
ment has certain compensating features—viz.. 
the change will reduce the immediate capital 
requirements of the Mufulira Company by 
about £1,500,000, the production stage will be 
reached earlier, and, by treating in this first 
unit higher grade ores from Mufulira and 
Chambishi, estimated costs of producing 
copper wi'' be somewhat lower than originally 
anticipated. The whole of the work is being 
carried out, with a view to enlargement of the 
plant to its originally contemplated size as 
soon as this is justified by conditions in the 
copper market. The Mufulira Copper Mines 
state that during the quarter las Deities 
Slst last drillhole od, the deepest on the 
property, was completed with the following 
results :— The second orebody was cut at a 
depth of 5,193 feet, the drill passing through 
8.5 feet true width of ore, carrying 2.32 per 
cent. copper. At a depth of 3. feet the 
third orebody was cut. the true width being 
45.0 feet and the value being 4.38 per cent. 
copper. Two shallow drillholes are being put 
down to. prospect the first orebody above the 
550 feet level. 5
